A REMARKABLE FAMILY. 


The Last Remaining Member of Which is 
Lying at the Point of Death--A Singu- 
lar Regularity In Dates of Death--Mar- 
ried at Four-Score. 


HaRTFORD, Conn., November 23.—Mrs. 
Jutia Smith Parker, one of the famous 
Smith sisters of Alderney cow notoriety is 
on her death bed. She was brought into 
prominence eight or nine years ago, when 
she and her sister Abbie refused to pay 
taxes in the town of Glastonbury because 
they wer Lot allowed.to vote, The town 
authorities seized a couple of fine Alder- 
ney cows and sold them at auction. The 
sisters were the successful bidders and 
thus paid their taxes with additional 
costs. This was repeated a number of 
years, until ‘Abbie Smith’s cows” became 
known all over New England. A curious 
fact in connection with this Smith family 
is the regularity of dates of death—once in 
seven years—and 1885 is the year to 
Claim this last survivor, who is now suf- 
fering from a broken hip, caused by a fall 
a few days ago. Seven years ago her sis- 
ter Abbie died, and at intervals of seven 
years each of three brothers and sisters 
and her mother died, while fourteen 
years elapsed between the deaths of her 
father and mother. Mrs Parker is nearly 
ninty-four years, and up to the time ef the 
accident was able to visit this city 
occasionally, Her husband is nearly as 
old, and the antiquated couple always at- 
tracted attention as they drove to town in 
their farm wagon. The story of their 
marriage is interesting. Mr. Parker vis- 
ited Glastonbury soon after Abbie’s death 
ind became “acquainted with Julia. He 
almost immediately proposed and was ac- 
cepted by the lone sister. Both were 
over eighty years of age. The wedding 
ceremonies were attended by the entire 
populace of Glastonbury, and great sur- 
orise was expressed that Julia Smith 
should marry after living single nearly 
fourscore years and ten. 

Mrs. Parker’s death is only a question 
of time, as her surgeon was unable to set 
the bones or remedy the injury other 
— make her as comfortable as pos- 
sible. 





A TERRIBLE CRIME. 


An Old and Prominent Quaker Inveigled 
to His Barnand Murdered By a Negro, 
Who Later Firesa Neighbor’s Barn to Dis- 
tract Attention From His Bloody Deed. 
CHESTER. Pa., November 24.—John 

Sharpless, one ofthe most prominent 

Orthodox Friends in Delaware County, 

was most foully murdered at his farm, 

about two miles from this city, Sunday 
aight. #lis farm is a part of the original 
tract of the pioneer, John Sharpless, of 
whom he is a lineal descendant, and is 
located ona lonely road. At 9 o’clock 
a strange colored man called at his house 


while it was raining. He found Mr. 
Sharpless sitting with his family—his 





wife and two children—and a nurse. He 
induced Mr. Sharpless to go 
to the barn with him for some 


straps, under the pretext that a carriage, 
in which there were three ladies, had 
broken down in the road. When in the 
stable the negro struck Mr. Sharpless in 
the back of the head with a hatchet, 
crushing his skull and killing him instant- 
ly. After taking his watch the negro put 
out the lantern and returned to the house 
for the purpose, it is thought, of killing 
all therein. In reply to a question he 
said he wanted money and advanced to- 
ward one of the women, at the same time 
asking what had become of the young 
zirl, whom he missed from the room. 
Upon learning that she had gone out, and 
the colored servant being sent for, the 


villain left. He went across_ the 
lelds in the _ direction of John 
Lindsay’s farm. and it was 


supposed, fired the barn to detract atten- 
tion, for it was burned down a short time 
after the murder, with all the crops, 
farming implements and four head of 
horses, entailing a loss of $5,000. The 
hody of John Sharpless was found in the 
stable, where he had fallen. He wasa 
very plain, generous, honest man, a well- 
to-do farmer, without an enemy in the 
world, and his murder is appalling. He 
vas President of the Sharpless Bi- 
Sentennial Association, and took an ac- 
vive part in the affairs of the community 
and his religious society. 


ARSON AND MURDER. 


The Serious Charges Brought Against 
Henry Kohut in New York. 

New York, November 24.—Henry 
Kohut, the Bohemian, who is accused of 
setting fire to the tenement in East Sixty- 
fourth street yesterday morning, has been 
formally charged with arson and murder, 
the police having obtained evidence 
enough to warrant such a charge. The 
dead bodies of Mrs. Mary Falka and her 
two children have been removed to the 
station-house, and the Coroner sum- 
moned to hold an inquest. Kohut, it is 
believed, set the place on fire in order to 
recover @ heavy insurance that he held on 
his furniture. This was insured for $900, 
while it was worth barely $75. Anton 
Seitz, a tenant in the house destroyed, 
describes the fire as follows: 

“T was awakened by acry of fire soon 
after one o’clock. Running out on the 
fire escape I saw that Kohut’s room ad- 
joining mine was ablaze. The bed was 
empty. No one was in the room. Infront 
of the stove on the floor was a full quart 
oil-can tpset and smashed. The lamp 
was upset lying on the table. The fire 
was ow the floor. I pushed open the win- 








dow and, running back to my room, got : - 


pail of water and threw it on the fire. 
fetched four pails of water and put the fire 
out. There was a very strong smell of 
benzine in the room. When I 
put. out the fire I opened 
the door to the hallway tc 
t out that way. Outside the stairs and 
all were ablaze.

INTERNAL REVENUE, 


Annual Report of the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, With Opinions and Re- 
commendations of that Officer in Regard 
to Future Legislation. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., November 28.— 
The annual report of Joseph S, Miller, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, fot 
the fiscal year ended June 30th, 1885, is 
an exhaustive document of 135 pages, 
pamphlet size, and contains many valua- 
ble suggestions respecting the internal 
revenue service. The Commissioner 
shows that there are now 7,000,000 gal- 
lons of distilled spirits abroad, which to 
find a market will have to be reimported. 
This, with more than 10,000,000 gallons 
that had, on June 30th last, been in bond 
for three years*or longer under the seven 
months’ extension, affords ample margin 
for assuming that the receipts for the cur- 
rent fiscal year will aggregate at least 
$115,000,000. The total receipts from all 
sources of internal revenue taxation for 

the fiscal year ended June 380, 1885, 

were $112,421,121, as compared 

with $121,690,089 for the year 1884; 

$144,553,344 for the year 1883, and $146,- 

523,273 for the year 1882. The collec- 

tions made in the Fifth District of Ili- 

nois ($13,298,687) were the greatest, and 

those in the First Ohio District ($8,058,- 

186) were second in volume. The cost 

of collection aggregated $4,445,480, 

against $5,076,914 for 1884. Six hundred 
and twenty-four violations of the law were 


reported during the year, 
and 175 illicit distilleries were 
destroyed. The Commissioner recom- 


mends an increase in the number of rev- 
enue agents, and submits estimates for 
the next fiscal year aggregating $4,619,190. 
Nine hundred and twenty-six dismissals 
have been made in the force of storekeep- 


ers, gaugers, etc., during the year. The 
aggregate amount of taxes collected 
from tobaeco during the last 
fiscal year was $26,407,088. New 


York did the greatest manufacturing 
business; Pennsylvania is second on 
the list. It is recommended that an- 
other examination be made to ascer- 
tain the exact amount of taxes from 
States still due, and that proper action be 
had to obtain a settlement of the accounts 
of the direct Tax Commissioners. Con- 
siderable space is devoted to the sub- 
ject of taxation of fractional parts 
of a gallon of distilled spirits during the 
course of which itis shown to be. quite 
practicable for the distiller so to fill his 
ackages as to have a number ot full gal- 
ons anda largefraction less than one- 
half gallon in nearly every instance. Un- 
der existing law a fraction of a half gal- 
lon is exempt from taxation. The Com- 
missioner is of the opinion that the prac- 
‘ice should be checked without de- 
fay and that the best remedy will 
pe found in taxing all fractional parts of 
a gallon of distilled spirits, and for this 
purpose he recommends ‘‘that legisla- 
tion be had, which, in lieu of the pres- 
ent method of taxing and exempting 
fractions, shall authorize the assessment 
and collection monthly * * * of the 
tax upon the whole number of proof 
gallons, or of wine gallons when below 


proof, which the fractions of gal- 
lons removed from each  distil- 
lery warehouse ma egate. 


Under the act of March 8, 1877, distillers 
of brandy from grapes are afforded the 
advantages of three years’ storage of their 
preduct in special bonded warehouses. 
The Commissioner is of the opinion that 
it would be advisable to make the pro- 
visions of the act applicable to all dis- 
tillers of fruit brandy. The quantity of 


spirits, 67,649,321 gallons withdrawn, tax |‘ 


paid from distillery warehouses during 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1885, 
was less than the quantity 
(78,342,474 gallons) withdrawn from 
distillery warehouses during the 
fiscal year ended June 380, 1884, by 
10,698,153 gallons. On the subject of 
withdrawals of spirits the Commissioner 
says he is of the opinion that it would be 
best to allow spirits to remain in dis- 
tillery warehouses an indefinite time, 
subject to peremptory withdrawals in 
case of excessive losses, provided the 
United States reimbursed for the addi+ 
tional expense incident to such storage. 
He adds: ‘‘Asin case of all other arti- 
cles subject to internal revenue tax, the 
quantity actually consumed is the measure 
of the quantity upon which the tax is paid. 
Any law, therefore, which fixes the date 
of the payment of the tax at any time 
other thaw the date of the actual demand 
for consumption, is a disturbing element 
in the business of the producer, more or 
less severe, as the business of the distiller 
varies more or less from the artificiai 
standard set up by the law.”’ 

In concluding, the Commissioner rec- 
ommends that the Inspector of Tobacco 
be abolished, and that his duties be de- 
volved upon the collectors of districts 
where inspections of tobacco, snuff, ci- 
gars or cigarettes for exportation are nec- 


essary. caer 
INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 


The Forthcoming Report of the Bureau of 
Education--Universal Teaching of Indus- 
trial Drawing to Be Warmly Recom- 
mended. 

WasHINGTON, D.C., November 22.— 
The Bureau of Education is preparing & 
report on art and industry in institu- 
tions of training. It is replete with prac- 
tical knowledge which will forma basis 
for those studies in public schools, The 
work has been in preparation since 1874, 





and although some parts of it have been’ 


published the major portion of the con- 
tents is new, and has been collected and 
edited with considerable trouble and care. 
Much delay has been experienced in se- 
curing its publication, owing to insufil- 
cientcy of appropriations or its use: in 
other branches of the Interior Depart- 
ment, under which the Bureau’ Education 
is placed. The fundamental idea of the 
work is that universal teaching in all public 
schools of the elements of industrial draw- 
ing is an essential part of any general sys- 
tem of public education. The work con- 
tains a report of the system followed in 
English izstitations and those in other 
countries mane to technical instruction 
and the history of the progress of indus- 
trial aud fine-arts. There are several orig- 
inal papers in the work dealing with the 
advance of this science and its probable

| WON AT LAST. 


The Fight of the Baltimore & Ohio for 
Term par raeiiitias tn ow York Crowned 
With Success--An Arrangement That Will 
Redound tothe Success of the Company 
one Send Staten Island Property Boom- 

s 

- New Yorr, November 23.—At a meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Staten Is- 
land Rapid Transit Company, held in this 
city yesterday afternoon, a contract was 
ratified which gives the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Company the control of the 
property of the first named company. 
This result has been reached after pro- 
tracted negotiations and secures to the 
Baltimore & Ohio ample termina) facili- 
ties at this port with which it will con- 
nect by an independent line. The con- 
tract was ratified by the stockholders of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Company at their 
recent annual meeting, but their action 
upon it was kept secret until other ques- 
tions relating to the connection could be 
settled. According to the scheme now 
contemplated, the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road will come as far as the Read- 
ing depot in Philadelphia over 
its own tracks, which it is now 
completing at a total cost of about 
$11,000,000. From Philadelphia and 
Bound Brook, N. Y., it will run over the 
Philadelphia & Reading tracks under a 
modification of its contract with that 
company from Bound Brook. The Balti- 
more & Ohio will build about eighteen 
miles of road to Elizabethport, where it 
will connect with the Staten Island sys- 
tem. The connection will be made by an 
iron bridge or viaduct, about 600 feet 
long, over the Arthurkill. This bridge 
will cost, it iy estimated, less than 
$300,000. The road from Bound Brook 
to Elizabethport will be practically a 
Biraight line through a comparatively 
level country. The rights of way have 
been secured, and the entire cost is esti- 
mated at about $1,600,000. The money 
is said to be in hand and the contracts 
awarded. 





THE CONTRACT. 


The contract between the Baltimore é& 
Ohio Company and the Staten Island Rapid 
Transit. Company provides that the 
former shall guarantee the principal and 
interest of the bonds of the latter, the 
total issue of which will probably amount 
to $2,000,000. The Baltimore & Ohio ac- 
quires one-half of the $500,000 stock of 
the Transit Company. This road will be 
completed within a month and the equip- 
ment is now ready foruse. The facilities 
acquired by the Baltimore & Ohio include, 
besides. the road mentioned, about two 
miles of deep water front, over 150 acres 
of land and all the ferries owned 
by the Staten Island Company and the 
dock facilities that it*contracts. New 
fast steamers will be put upon the 
ferries by which itis declared the time 
between Staten Island aud the Battery 
will be reduced to about fifteen minutes. 
That will be pretty fast going. The pas- 
senger station of the Baltimore & Ohio in 
this city will be at the foot of Whitehall 
street and close connection with all of the 
elevated roads. Arrangements for this 
copnection have been perfected. The 
Staten Island Company originated largely 
with Erastus Wiman, who has been the 
principal promoter of the enterprise, and 
with the President, Mr. J. F. Emmons, 
has conducted on the part of the com- 
pany the negotiations which were com: 
pleted Saturday. 

WHAT THE BALTIMORE & OTIO GAINS. 


In speaking of the matter Mr. Wiman 
said: ‘‘By this arrangement the Baltimore 
& Ohio secures an independent and unre- 
strained entrance to the harbor of New 
York, with extraordinary facilities for 
erecting passenger and freight depots, 
storage warehouses, coal yards, etc. By 
the new route they also shorten the dis- 
tance between New York and Phila- 
delphia, as a glance at any railroad map 
will stow. We obtain the co-operation 
of a valuable ally and Staten Island will 
be largely the gainer in a commercial 
sense. The privileges of the Baltimore & 
Ohio are practically without limit. The 
Baltimore & Ohio can, if it chooses, issue 
coupon tickets at either Chicago, St. 
Louis or Cincinnati for a passage to any 
station on the elevated roads, and thus 
make those lines its actual termini. That 
would be a novelty for a lady traveling 
alone to purchase her ticket from St. 
Lonis to Twenty-third street, New York. 

“The freight facilities will be the most 
important point of all New York piers 
now rent from $50,000 to $70,000 a year 
and are too costly to be used for storage, 
consequently the bulk of that ‘business 
passes out of the hands of the railroad 
companies and goes to Brooklyn, causing 
increased expense for lighterage and 
doubling handling. At Staten Island we 
give the Baltimore & Ohio access to 
twelve miles of the best water front in 


the entire harbor. Unlimited space 
can be secured for storage ware- 
houses, and vessels can be laden 


direct from the cars. Merchandise for- 
warded from the West for exporta- 
tion will here reach the railroad without 
breaking bulk and can be heig in storage 
for Western shippers at lower rates. In 
short the Baltimore & Ohio has for all 
time carried its Eastern terminus to the 
harbor of New York and can increase its 
facilities according to its needs. Of 
course this will e the island a part of 
New York, the presence of the Baltimore 
& Ohio will increase its popalation and 
roperty will naturally increase its value.

25,000,000 —— It has been truly 
said theferg talk in a metaphor of the 
hakvést Sof}the sea; but we have only 


lately been able to realize what the 
mejapher means. The fisheries expo- 
sition in London in 1883 did a great 
deal to encourage the study of marine 
biojogy, and«dt is withno small degree 
of usta "tat we ate able to say 
that~ in “much-needed work the 
United States ranks second to no other. 

On. the other hand, Great Britain, 
whosé fisheries are of vital importance 
to her for food, has done little, and 
can not vet boast a laboratory on the 
seashore. Indeed, Prof, Lankester, an 
eminent anthority on marine biology, 
declares the British fishing industries 
still barbaric. The produce of the sea 
is recklesshy seized regardless of the 
consequ ‘ofthe method, the time, 
or the extent of the depredations. Ac- 
cording to the English authority, the 
old proverb that there are good 
fish in the sea as ever came out 
of it no longer holds good. The 
haryest of the sea in the future, 
like the harvest on land, needs culti- 
vating. Hk was shown not long ago 
that in eight months twenty-eight boats 
engaged in the haddock fishery at Rye- 
mouth, England, used 620 tons of mus- 
sels—about 47,000,000 mussels—in the 
capture of the haddock. Yet Prof. 
Lankester says that no pains are taken 
to cultivate or preserve the mussel, and 
knowledge of its reproduction and 
growth is still incomplete, as it is of 
other bait. Soles every year are be- 
coming scarcer, and oysters are becom- 
ing more difficult to obtain. At pres- 
ent, says the same authority, absolutely 
nothing is known of the spawning of 
the sole; the male fish is not even rec- 
ognized. The reasons for oysters being 
scarce are not known, nor how to make 
them abundant. There are many econ- 
omists in England who maintain that 
the haphazard and improvident meth- 
ods of fishing are exhausting the fish 
supply of that country as surely as min- 
ing is exhausting the supply of coal. 
The supply of many kinds of fish is 
rapidly diminishing, and the only way 
to check the waste is by the systematia 
study of the conditions which regulate 
the supply. It is undoubtedly true that 
“the world could not be fed if men 
sought their food on land with as little 
forethought and system as fishermen 
cast their nets into the sea.’’ To what 
extent these facts, which are causing 
considerable discussion in England, ap- 
ply to the United States, we are not 
prepared to say. The excellent work 
for many years of our Fish Commission 
exonerates our Government from the 
accusation of total neglect of this im- 
portant industry.—TJurf, Field and
